Senator Chandler a Friend to the 


Commercial Men. 


F. E. Dove, president of the Travel 


era national league, hat received the f< 1* 
lowing letter from Senator William F, 
Chindler. 


'An attempt bus been made to break 


the force of the opposition by 'commer- 
oial traveler* to trusts, by insisting that 
it is wise to dispense if possible with 
the expense of the travelers in order to 
lessen the cost of producing and selling 
articles, and thereupon to furnish them 
to consumers at lower prices. 


"Of coarse anything that fairly les- 


sens the oost of production of asy ar 
ticle is a benefit of society; and in the 
Jong run the consumer will succeed if 
competition prevails iu getting his 
share of the saving. 


"But can the cost of tbe cotnmericial 


travelers be saved under any metbo^ of 
trade reasonably attainable? I answer 
no. 


"Tho retail dealer must do two things 


before buying his stock; (l)see camples, 
and (2)talk about prices with the whole- 
sale vendor. 


"finder the old system the retailers 


were continually traveling to and from 
the cities and the factories in arder to 
examine goods and discuss prices before 
giving orders. 


"The new system of having com me r 


cial travelers go the rounds of the re- 
talers was taken up simply because il 
is cheaper than the old method. Noth 
ing else has brought about the change. 
It is the progress of economy in trade. 


"Why, in the postal service, have let 


ler carriers come into use in cities and 
towns, and, just now, in the rural re- 
gions?" Merely because it is cheaper 
on the whole to have the letters taken 
to their recipients than to have tue lat- 
ter go to the postofficfl for them. 


"The system of [commercial travelers 


is a natural evolution iu trade leading 
up to the fittest and best and cheapest 
method* of traffic. 
The expenses of the 


visits of the retailers to the cities and 
factories came out of the consumers; 
the expenses of the commercial travel- 
ers no more come out of tbe consumers. 


"All this is so evident that-the ar^u 


guuient does cot need ampliation. 
There is a certain necessary expense in 
maintaining retail trade, iu getting the 
product which is created in large quanti- 
ties by a few persons distributed in 
small quantities to the consumers, who 
aro a vast number. 


"A part of that unavoidable expense 


is either (1) tho cose of the commercial 
travelers' visits, or (2) the cost of the 
reluilors' journeys to the wholesalers; 
and the first method costs the consum 
ers less than the second. 


"It is quite true that if trusts are al- 


lowed to destroy competition commer- 
cial travelers may be dispensed nith. 
But if competition is to continue to rule 
as the life of trade the commercial 
travelers will remain an indispensable 
part of such competition. 


"If competition must go, the commer 


cial must go—not traveling—but not of 
existence. Yet it is certain that even 
then, under trusts, without competition 
of commercial travelers, the various 
savings will not ail go to the consum- 
ers. 


"They will bo used to increase the 


profits of the trusts. These will get tho 
lion's share and retail prices are sure to 
rise. 


"So the commercial 
travelers are 


fighting, not only for themselves, but 
for the consumers. 


"It is not the purpose, of this paper 


to reargne the case against trusts and 
against the extinction of competition in 
trade. The contest over this question is 
to be the great political fight with which 
this century ia to»close. 


"My present object is only to show, 


as it appears to me, the absurdity of the 
effort which tho organizers of trusts are 
making to break the influence of the 
commercial travelers by representing 
that their services aie useless and re- 
quire » needless expense which ought 
to be saved. 


"That this absurd claim n set up in- 


dicates how powerful is the infuence of 
the commercial travelers, which ought 
to be organized into the utmost activity 
to prevent the greatest pending oppres- 
sion of society which baa threatened 
mankind [since human chattel slavery 
wss abolished. 


"It will be noticed that I have made 


no argument in behalf of commercial 
travelers based upon sentiment. 
As 


pure economic question their position is 
impregnable."
